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MISS LE CARON’S LOVER INDIGNANT, 


He Denies the Truth of the Story in Vig- 
orous Engtish. 

Michael T. Coughlin never intended that 
the name of Miss Le Caron’s lover should be 
made public. The simple production of her 
letters themselves would show the untruth- 
fuiness of his story. 

But a TRisuNE reporter found the young 
man last evening. By inquiring among Miss 
Le Caron's former girl friends and school- 
mates it was not hard to locate him. 

“Gertie Le Caron? Why, she had only 
one sweetheart, Mr. George May. And he 
has been her only male correspondent in 
girls. | 

Mr. George E. May, who works at A. G. 
Spalding & Co.’s, was seen at his residence, 
No. 14 East Pearson street. He is @ man of 
vigorous character, although only about 22 
years old. Miss Le Caron is 18. 

“I have turned over no letters to Mr. For- 
rest or any living soul,“ he said in his most 
‘emphatic mau ner. It I have received any 
letters from Miss Le Caron or any one else, 
referring to the Cronin case, or any one con- 
nected with it in the remotest way, you may 
cut off every finger on my right hand.”

The wholesale liq- 
uor dealers ana brewers in the states of Min- 
nesota, Mlinodis, Missouri, and Kentucky 
will, it is understood, take a decided interest 
in the matter. 

SALOONKEEPERS FAVOR PROHIBITION. 

The strangest incident of the campaign is 
furnished by several saloonkeepers in Grana 
Forks who are working for prohibition, be- 
cause they say they made immense sums of 
money when local opuon forbade the licens- 
mg or sale of intoxicating liquors in that 
town. Prohibition is to them more lucrative 
than high license. The vote on this proposi- 
tion, will be close. 

Up to the time of the Fargo convention 

Pierce and Ordway 
were thought to be the 
owners of the sen- 
atorships beyond any 
shadow of doubt. This 
was on the hypothesis 
that Gen. Allen would 
be nominated for Gov- 
ernor.

BODIES RECOVERED NEAR CLEVELAND. 


The Lake Giving Up the Victims of the 
Storm of Last Sunday. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—The 
people of Lorain, the little lake port thirty 
miles below here, from which nine young 
men ventured out Sunday afternoon in the 
naphtha launch Leo, can only mourn their 
loss and see that their bodies, already com- 
ing ashore between Cleveland ana Rocky 
river, are properly interred. 

All Tuesday night a storm raged on the 
lake. The wind was from the north-west, 
and the bie waves rolled heavily on tho 
beach west of Cleveland, where many anx- 
ious friends walked along the bluff vainly 
trying to see some trace of the Leo. Early 


Wednesday morning the search was re- 


newed, the police, lifesaving crew, and citi- 
ens being reinforced “ friends of the 
drowned men from Lorain» Two bodies were 
found in the sands moon, They were 
identified as Con P. Ritter and R. D. Lawler. 

The search still goes on, and tue patrolling 
parties are walking on the beach from the 
government breakwater to the other side of 
Avon point, watching the big waves in the 
hope of finding more of the victims of the 
disaster.

THE QUESTION Is, WHERE DOES THE 
RESPONSIBILITY LIE? 
—— " 

Poor Children Cannot Be Compelled to At- 
tend School Without Proper Clothing— 
The Board of Education Ha No Power 
to Make an Appropriation, and the 
County Board Declines to Do So—Opin- 
ions of Members of the Former Body. 

The application of the superintendent of 
the compulsory education department to the 
county board for a grant of clothing, hats, 
and shoes for such children of school age as 


should be found to be without the clothing 


necessary to enable them to attend school 

has been placed on file by the board, which 

is equivalent to a refusal to grant the neces- 

sary appropriation. A number of members 

of the board of education were asked to give 

— views on the subject, and did so as fol- 
ws: 

Charies Kozminski—I believe it is the duty 
of the county board to supply the necessary 
clothing so that the children of the poor can 
attend the schools. The taxes paid by the 
citizeus could not be put to a better purpose 
than to prevent the increase of criminals and 
to make good citizens of the children. I 
think the county board will reconsider the 
Matter. But of this I am sure, no child will 
be kept away from school for want of cloth- 
ing. Show me a child that cannot go to 
school for this reason and in fifteen minutes 
that obstacle shall be removed. There are 
plenty of charitable people in Chicago 
who can be appealed to and who will 
respond. [ think the number of 
children without clothes or shoes has been 
overestimated, but when we tind out the 
facts measures will be taken to remedy the 
evil. truant officers will report Satur- 
day,.and they have been instructed to make 
the fullest inquiries both as to truancy and 
the excuses given for absence. The county 
board furnishes adults with clothes and food, 
and surely the poor child has as great a claim 
as the poor adult. The matter will be brought 
before the county board again. 

WAITING FOR THE REPORT. 

M. B. Hereley—I have not given the mat- 
ter much thought, but am waiting for the 
report of the superintendent of compulsory 
education, which will be presented to the 
committee in a few days. 1 thought it well 
that we should codéperate with the county 
board, but if it will not do anything that 
ends that part of it. We have no whip over 
them. The necessary provision will have to 
be made by charitable citizens. The 
board of education has no power under the 
law to appropriate money for this purpose. 
But we have truant agents, and they can put 
in their time just as well in getting clothes 
for the children to wear at school as 
in driving them in with a whip. 
It is hardship enough on the poor 
to compel them to send children to 
school who perhaps to some extent helped to 
support the family, and you cannet compel 
them to clothe them decenily when they 
have nothing to do it with. Then if you 
turn half naked and dirty children into the 
schools you will drive away the better class. 
No children will be kept cut of school in Chi- 
cago for wantof clothes. 

Louis Nettelhorst— It is in my opinion the 
duty of the county board to provide the 
necessary clothing for children who without 
it cannot attend school We have had uttle 
experience with the compulsory clauses yet, 
and I don’t know how it will come out. But it 
is as much the duty of the county board to 
provide clothing for the children as it is to 
give relief—coal, flour. and so on—to the in- 
digent. "Thé powers of the hoard of educa- 
tion are strictiy defined by law, and we have 
no right to make any appropriation for tuch 
a purpose. If it is not done by the county 
board it will have to be done by the people. 

-THE WOMEN WILL H&LP. 

Mrs. Ellen Mitchell—I think it is certainly 
the duty of the county board to provide the 
necessary clothing and shoes in cases where 
the parents are too poor to furnish them. If 
the board persistsin its refusal the women 
of Chicago will take the matter up. The chil- 
dren shall not be kept from school for 
lack of clothes or shoes. But I taink the 


| board should give us enough to buy warm 


clothes and stout shoes for those who are too 
poor to buy them. I don’t think they shouid 
be given old clothes, and of course there 
should be nothing distinctive about the 
clothing to mark the children as the recipients 
of charity. There is a good deal ot poverty, 
and it does not all arise from drunkenness or 
unthrift of the parents. Even where 
it does the children should not de 
allowed to suffer I hope the board 
will reconsider its action, but if it, 
does not help us the women will take it up 
and the children shall come into the schools 
comfortably clad. It will not cost much, and 
it is absolutely necessary that they should 
be given an opportunity to obtain sufficient 
schoolipg to fit them for becoming good citi- 


zens. 
DUTIES OF THE COUNTY BOARD. 


Ferd W. Peck—We shall get reports in a 
few days from our compulsory agents and 
then a formal request will be made by this 
board to the county board for an appropriation 
to furnish shoes and clothing which may be 
found to be needed. I have no doubt that 
the county board has just the same right 
to provide clothing for children w attend 
school in as to provide them with clothes or 
coal to keep them from freezing or with 
food to save them from starving. The coun- 
ty, through the county agent, does the latter, 
and if the children are to be compelled to 
come to school they must be supplied with 
clothing. They cannot attend school naked 
and barefooted, and I know several cases 
where teachers have provided children with 
clothes at their own expense that they might 
remain in school. Of course that is not the 
way to meet this trouble. I believe 
that when the case is properly brought be- 
fore the county board by an application from 
this body it will grant the necessary ap- 
propriation- The children cannot be allowed 
to remain on the streets, and they must be 
clothed somehow. 

F. NM. Forch Jr.—I am in favor of wait- 
ing until we receive the reports of the at- 
tendance agents. Then, when we know what 
is wanted, we will go before the committee 
of the county board and ask it what it is going 
to do aboutit. Idid not know that any ap- 
plication had been made until after the mat- 
ter was disposed of, and I think when the 
county board fully understands the situation 
it will reconsider its action and make some 
provision tor supplying the needs of the 
children. 


Fearfal Loss of Life by the Fiood in Japan. 
Saw FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 18.— Japanese pa- 
pers received by steamship Gaelic today place 
the total mumber of persons drowned in the 
floods of Aug. 20 in the city of Wakayamo and in 
the districts of Minami-Muro, Higashi-Muro, 
Nisni-Muro and Hidaka at 10,000, and the num- 
ber of persons receiving relief at 0,424. The 
river Kinokuni swelled from thirteen to teen 
feet above the normal level and tne village of 
Iwahachi was washed away. About forty-eight 
other hamlets were covered by the raging 
waters. The morning of Aug. 19 an enormous 
mass of earth fell from a mountain near the vil- 
lage of Tennokawa, stopped the course of the 
river of the same name, which, bet swollen, 
overflowed, submerging the village drowning 
nearly all the inhabitants.

The making of the channel at 
this point would involve a rock cut ot haif a 
mile only?” At any other point the rock cut 
would be over a mile. 

Then came the question of cost. Mr. Hurd 
would not estimate it. 

ADM sons BY MR. HURD. . 

Judge McConnell again asked whether if 
a portion of the Calumet river was included 
in the district and a channel was made con- 
necting that portion with the main channel 
it would not serve the same purpose as the 
. cut at Seventy-fifth street. Would 
t not supply tne necessary volume of water 
in the u channel, and would it not also 
accomplish the purpose for which it was 
proposed to extend the southern boundaries 
to Eighty-seventh street and keep the shore 
waters from pollution to the southern city 
limits and beyond? 

This was a poser for Mr. Hurd. He met it 
with a frank admission. It would do all that 
Judge McConnell had suggested. 

“Then,” continued Judge McConnell, 
„ there would be no necessity for the Seven- 
ty-fifth street inlet!“ 

That is so,“ said Mr. Hurd. 

Judge Prendergast asked Mr. Hurd to 
state his objections to including that portion 
of the Calumet basin lying within tne city 
of Chicago in the district. 

Mr. Hurd said that would mean the drain- 
age of al tract of country in Indiana 
also. The Grand Calumet and the Little 
Calumet entered the basin. Slaughter houses 
were being established at points along those 
rivers, particularly in the vicinity of Ham- 
mond. A ig population is likely to be lo- 
cated along Goth streams. Their sewage 
wouid flow into che Calumet basin. 

Questions by Judge Prendergast showed 
Mr. Burd tne weakness of his position and 
he shifted.

It is clear that unless this feature of the 
platferm can be explained away the Demo- 
cratic managers will have trouble with one 
of the most important elements of their 
party. In the speeches of the tem- 
porary and permanent chairmen much 
was said of tariff reform, but in real 
interest this and all other issues were 
dwarfed aldéngside the liquor question. Upon 
the whole the convention was of less sig:

H. H. Glidden’s paper on “The Written 
Portion of Our Policy was a valuable addi- 
tion to the literature of the ussociation, 
many of the suggestions being in valuable in 
effecting asimpucity of agreement between 
insurance people and their customers. 

„Electric Lighting: Its Hazards and How 
to Guard Against Them was the title of a 
paper delivered by Inspector C. C. Haskins 
of this city. There is something,” he said, 
’ “which pervades the entire universe, pos- 
sessing power to kill, to burn, to give light 
or heat, which 1s produced by the action of 
magnetism moved in the vicinity of a wire, 
but up to the present time we have not been 
able to state positively whatitis. Up to the 
present time it has been far easier to say 
what electricity is not than what it is. We 
kno w it as we know heat, light, and magnet- 
ism—by its effects.“ 

The various methods of producing electric- 
ity, as by stroking a cat’s back, or its effects 
as evidenced by the clinging of combings of 
hair to the comb, the tiny spark developed by 
sliding across the parlor carpet—all these 
were referred to as diminutive examples of 
generated electricity. Again eiectricity 
might be developed by placing a copper cent 
on the tongue and a bit of zinc ora silver 
coin beneath. Replace the copper by carbon 
and the moisture of the tongue by weak acid 
and a greater current 1s developed. 


used in description of matters pertaining to 
electricity Prof. Haskins defined amperes” 
as the amount or quantity of current which 
a conductor is capable of carrying. Volts” 
are the measures of the pressure of a current 
flow, and “ohms” signify the obstruction 
offered to tne flow, or briefly: 
So many amperes, so much current. 
So many voits, so much pressure. 
So many ohms, so much resistance. 
Ampere, volt, and ohm being respectively 
the names of famous electricians. Mr. Haskins 
proceeded to describe the various methods of 
geuerating electricity, the high potential for 
arc lights, the low potential for incandescent 
light, and the alternate current induction 
machines. The high potential nerates a 
current with a pressure of from forty-five to 
fifty volts per lamp, the more lamps on the 
circuit the heavier the pressure and the 
greater the pos¢ibility of an escape of cur- 
rent. The low potential gives a currem of 
uniform pressure but variable quantity in 
proportion to the number of globes on the 
circuit. The third form, the alternate cur- 
reut machine, is entirely different in most 
‘respects from either of the other forms. 
NEED Of SAFEGUARDS. 


After describing in detail the method of 
generating the aiteruate current the speaker 
referred to some of the safeguards adopted 
in the various methods. In the direct incan- 
descent system two separate wires carried the 
current from the dynamo, and were 
connected as necessary according to 
the number of lamps required at 
various intervals. The method of connec- 
tion consisted of attaching separate wires to 
the main wires, the branch wires being 
‘taken into the build: To prevent firea 
metal device is used to hold the open ends of 
these wires, which metal will melt if an in- 
crease of current accidentally happens. 

In all these cases a current of electricity is 
assumed to follow the metai path called a cir- 
cuit. Itis not intended that any portion of 
the current sbould finds its way to earth—to 
the ground—under any circumstances. The 
reason for this is that in electric lighting the 
currents are too powerful to be thus trusted. 
There is no difficulty im using the earth as a 
part of the circuit, and it would seem at the 
outset as an economical method. It is done 
in tele graphie currents. This cannot be per- 
mitted in electric light work, for in one form 
the quality of cufreut would threaten confla- 
grations, while in the other form life would 
constantly be menaced. 

The telephone circuit compared to the elec- 
tric light current as a factor for mischief is 
as a grain of sand to an acre of sea shore. 
One electric light current may have a press- 
ure of 2,500 volts witn8 or 10 amperes flow. 
or another may have several thousand 
amperes with a pressure of 110 or 220 volte. To 
find the horse-power of a current, multiply 
the amperes and volts together, the result 
being counted in units which are called 
watts. To render a line using a current of 
constant pressure safe, it is necessary to see 
that insulation is perfect and that the carry- 
ing capacity of the wires bears a proper pro- 

rtion to the maximum flow of current. 

ith the constant current systems the only 
means of protection isin insulation, in se- 
curing which the electrician is compelled to 
be constantly on the alert to meet obstacles. 
From the gnawing of rats to the heat of the 
sun the dangers to perfect insulation are 
legion. The steps taken to insure this pro- 
tection are different in different 
localities. In New England the 
insurance exchange takes the matter in its 
own hands. In Chicago, however, the ques- 
tion of restriction has been taken up by the 
municipal authorities and an inspector ap- 
pointed by the city. Such an inspector is a 
necessity in all districts. When che city 
cannot afford it the company should be re- 
quired to furnish an inspector who should 
periodicaily report the amount of insulation 
resistance, This report could be verified by 
a traveling imspector employed by the insur- 
ance companies as in the case of the New 
England exchange. 

DANGERS OF ELECTRICITY. 


No alterations should be allowed in a plant 
without notification. This is recommended 
as absolutely necessary as a measure of 
safety. Another point of danger largely 
overlooked is the practice, especially in 
smalier towns, of using improper places for 
the headquarters cf an electric light plant. 
This oversight means a perpetual danger to 
life and property. 

As a practical inducement to the electric 
light people to do their work properly the 
operator urged that insurance companies ad- 
dress themselves to the electric companies 
by offering inducements in the event ofa 
proof of lower risk, while on tne other hand 
a carelessly erected plant should be held as 
entailing a higher rate against buildings 
wired by the careless company. Such a 
method would insure proper work. 

The underwriter may 22 materially by 
refusing to write up a risk without some 
surety that the wires are in proper condi- 
tion; by notifying the inspector when alter- 
ations are mace in buildings, whether by 
carpenters, plumbers, or otnerwise. The 
most perfect plant may be ruimed by a 
common helper without half trying or even 
knowing what he Has done. These inno- 
cents have their place in the economy of the 
world, but, as a rule, they make inferior 
electricians,” 3

‘WHY PENNSYLVANIA FAVORS CHICAGO 


Ex- Residents of the Keystone State Indorse 
Chicago for the World's Fair. 

If the sentiment of natives and former res- 
idents of Pennsylvania now living in Chica- 
go can be taken as an indication of the feel- 
ings of Pennsylvanians in general the great 
Keystone state will be almost solid in favor 
of having the world’s fair of 1892 in Chicago. 
That those living in Cnicago should favor 
this city is only natural. At a meeting 
which they held yesterday, however, they 
furnished: good reasons why Penn- 
sylvania, and especially Philadeipbia, 
be in favor of Chicago. 
Editor Munyan of Philadelphia, who 
made an address, and Samuel H. Rothermell. 
an old retired Philadelphia merchant, who 
dropped in at headquarters, took the ground 
that New York had tried to get the centen- 
nial exposition, and, failing iu it, had done 
all in its power to injure Philadelphia. 

But aside from animosities between New 
York and Philadelphia, good, substantial rea- 
sons were advanced for believing that Penn- 
sylvania would support Chicago. The tenor 
of the speeches by the Pennsylvanians was 
that upon their state depended a great deal. 
Situated between the east and the west 
either could claim her on geographical as 
well as commercial grounds. Shetould be 
unprejudiced in her choice. She could afford 
to be governed solely by patriotic motives, by 
considerations of welfare of the nation and 
the most advantageous selection for a dis- 
play of Americana products and development. 


Besides, her great resources, her wealth and 


standing, and political influence would give 
her more than ordinary power in determin- 
ing the question. 

That was what Chicago’s citizens who used 
to belong to Pennsylvania thought and said 
at their meeting. and they coupled with it 
the assurance that their native state would 
declare in favor of Chicago at the proper 
time. Many of the most influential newspa- 
pers, Mr. Munyan said, had pronounced in 
favor of Chicago, and the support of Sena- 
tors Cameron and Quay had beea gained. 

Atthe meeting yesterday H. Burkhardt 
presided and George A. Martin was elected 
secretary.

A Number of Lives Lost—Two Men Struck 
at a Crossing—A Checker's Fate.

At first they de- 
termined to raise but five millions. and many 
had grave doubts whether that could be 
done. But that sum has practically been 
subscribed and there are vast reservoirs 
of wealth that have not been tanppedt. 
When the Chicagoans learned tney could 
get no money aid from the city and need ex- 
pect none of consequence from the state they 
were nowise discouraged, but determined if 
it was necessary for them to raise more thun 


they had originally thought of they would do 


it. Convinced that five millions, even with 
what Congress might give, would not be 
enough for an exposition on the scale of the 
one their expanding idea told them they must 
have to do credit to the city, they have now 
‘determined to raise the guaranty fund to ten 
millions. That, with whatever Congress may 
give, will certainty meet all demands. 

Starting out with the belief that it would 
be sufficient to give a modest exhibition like 
the centennial, which should require a cash 
capital of six millions, the promoters of the 
enterprise, which means in this case the citi- 
zens of Chicago, have become so wrapped up 
and engrossed in the scheme that they have 
decided they will give one which shail be the 
largest and grandest the world has ever 
seen. They -intend to surpass not merely 
Philadelphia and Vienna but aiso Paris. It 
is a mere question of money and of executive 
ability. They have abundance of the latter, 
and they will raise the former. 

While tne exposition fires in New York 

have been sinking down into cold ashes those 
of Chicago have been biazing higher and 
higher, The fair has become the one absorb- 
ing topic. Not a day passes but some 
one suggests an enlargement of pre- 
vious plans. That which seemed grand 
and sufficient in August seems petty 
and insufficient in Septemter. In view of 
such universal enthasiasm which has taken 
hold of all classes. and conditions of men it. 
will be easy to raise the ten millions which 
the executive committee has declared to be 
the high water mark of its demands. The 
more money subscribed the better for the 
subscribers. A smali exposition on the scale 
talked of two months ago would not have 
repaid them their investment. A great one, 
such as can be had by men with a capital of 
over ten millions behind them, will be the 
event of the century, will attract visitors 
trom every part of the inhabited globe, and 
will return a rich profit to those interested 
in it. 
* The present intention of Chicago is to 
excel the Paris exposition. A month hence 
the rising tide of ambitious determination 
may have carried the city to a point where it 
will decide to make one which shall be twice 
as attractive. 


| FUEL GAS FOR CHICAGO, 
Recent developments in regard to the 


factured and supplied on a large scale, and 
ite desirability as a substitute for coal on ac- 
count of cleanliness as well as low cost, are 
inducing many citizens to ask if it cannot be 
introduced in Chicago in the near future. 
They want to know if it is possible the gas 
companies have the people bound hand and 
foot at their mercy, not only obliged to pay 
royally for illuminating gas during long 
years to come, but also forced to forego the 


numerous advantages which modern science 


has conferred upon the residents of other 


| places in the shape of a fuel that is clean and 


easily handied in addition to being cheap. 
About-4,500,000 tons of coal are consumed 


of other fuel, among which is included as 
much crude petroleum as is equivalent to 
750,000 tons of coal. Probably not far from 
four-fifths of this vast amount of heat pro- 
ducing material is used by the 200,000 fami- 
lies that inhabit the enlarged Chicago or 
Much 
the greater portion is consumed in the 
processes Of cooking food, for cleansing 
clothes, and warming dwellings, and only a 
minor part in the production of power in the 
mauufactures. For the latter department of 
human effort the artificial gas might be ob- 
jected to as not offering much in the 
way of cheapness in competition with 
soft coal, and it may be urged that 
the gas syndicate has a sufficient hen on 
the supply of illuminating gas to those who 


the great majority of consumers tne fuel gas 
would be an inestimable boon, supplied them 
at less than two-thirds of what they now pay 
for the heating and cooking obtained from 
hard coal in their stoves, grates, and fur- 
naces, besides saving them the constant 
trouble and annoyance of handling the fuel, 
removing ashes, and long suffering trom the 
smoke that has hitherto hung like a pall over 
the city, obscuring its skies, darkening its 
paint and furniture, making the washing 
bills of its people twice what they need to 
be, and loading their lungs with foul de- 
posits which engender disease and shorten 
the period of human existence. Absolute ex- 
emption from this train of evils would be ob- 
tained by the use of fuel gas, which could be 
supplied to consumers in a large city like this 
at certainly less than the equivalent of * per 
ton for hard coal. 

It could scarcely be expected, however, 
that any monopoly company organized for 
the purpose of making as much money as 
possible out of the operation would be will- 
ing to furnish fuel gas at such a low figure. 
The boon of cheap fuel gas must be con- 
ferred upon ita people by the municipality, if 
at all. It may be urged that the city of Chi- 
cago has not the right to borrow tne money 
required to build such a plant as 
would be required for this pur- 
pose, and — that its charter does not 
authorize’ it to distribute gas to pri- 
vate consumers as it does water. These two 
objections may be easily met, the latter by 
an amendment to the charter, and the first 
by the codperation of capital invited to aia 
others as well as benefit its owners while in- 
suring them a fair profit on the use of the 
money invested. There need be no fear of 
the offer of all the funds needed on a guar- 
antee of say 5 per cent for its use during a 
long term of years, as it is now difficult to 
obtain such a rate on permanent investments, 
and all the inaications point toa further re- 
duction of interest rates as one of the in- 
evitable features of the years to come. 

Probs biy the best plan of procedure would 
include the following points: The city to em- 
ploy its own engineers in estimating the 
wants of the people for the near future and 
preparing plans for works and mains ade- 
quate thereto, with direct reference to ex- 
tensions that may be demanded ycars hence 
by the increase of population. The cost of 
such work having been approximately ascer- 
tained, capitalists might be invited to furnisn 
the required funds under a sufficient guaran- 
tee of interest able semi-annually or 
otherwise as may be agreed upon, and then

With such @ plan of action the people of 
this city would virtually form a grand co- 
operative society for the purpose of supply- 
ing themselves at the minimum of cost with 
a very important article of consumption, 
equally uecegsgry to them as. their daily 
bread, and which at present costs much more 
than does that food item to the great major- 
ity. It would not be necessary to displace 
the gas trust, but if, after the plans for work 
were completed, that octopus should choose 
to offer its works and mains at a reasonable 
price the acceptance of the tender would ob- 
viate the building of new works and the 
opening up of streets for the laying of mains. 
In case the city had to proceed with the 
construction of a new plant the alley 
lines ought to be followed wherever possi- 
ble, avoiding the tearing up of important 
thoroughtares, and the mains and pipes 
should be made of steel, which would save 
nearly the whole of the vast loss by leakage 
which attends the use of castiron and poi- 
sons the soil with gases that would do good 
service in combustion. Furthermore, the 
system of mains and service pipes would be 
Squally available for supplying the city with 
natural gas in case the pending litigation in 
the Indiana courts shall terminate in a dec- 
laration of the right of gas owners in that 
state to pipe it across the boundary line. 
There would be no loss incurred in the prep- 
aration for such an event. On the contrary 
the anticipatory step would probably insure 
better terms than could be obtained from the 
gasmen under other conditions. 

It fs for the true friends of the people of 
this city to say whether such a desirable re- 
form sball be accomplished or whether we 
shall continue to pay high prices for poor 
service in the matter ot fuel. It may be 


added that the abolition of the smoke nui- 


sance that would follow such a change would 
form no small argument in favor of locating 
the world’s fair in this city. 


AN ARMY OF MISSIONARIES FOR THE 
Fal IN CHICAGO, 

During thoge earlier days when New York 
was still competing for the exposition, be- 
fore it found out it had neither the site nor 
the money, its friends were given to ciaim- 
ing one of its great advantages was that ten 
foreigners would attend a fair there to one 
who would come to this city. But it is the 
reverse which is true, 
rather than the New York exposition which 
would swarm with European visitors. 

For Chicagp is the great center of foreign 
immigration. Itis the point for which most 
of the immigfants steer straight. ‘“ Chicago 
and America“ are the only new world names 
that are familiar to them. Hither they come, 
from the British islands, from the peninsulas 
of northern and southern Europe, from the 
German empire, and other lands in the in- 
terior of the continent. Here half a million 
of them have settled. From nere colonies 
have swarmed toremoter points. This is the 
mother city gf the aggregations of men and 
women of foreign birth who are to be found 
west of the Alleghanies. The Germans of 


of the thriving northwestern and western 
states, the Irish residents of a dozen com- 
monweaiths look back to Chicago as the 
point where they were born into American- 
ism. 

When it is known that the international 
exposition ig to be held here two ana a half 
years hence a miliion letters will be written 
by adopted ¢itizens of this country to their 
frieads in foreign parts telling them they 
must be in readiness to cross the ocean and 
see not merely the wonders of the fair but 
also the marvels of Chicago. They will bid 
them come prepared to spend montns if pos- 
sibie. They will tell them if they have any- 
thing worth exhibiting to feton it along and 
place shall be found for it; but it not, still to 
come, These invitations will be written not 
meroly by the foreign born citizens of this 


from here to St. Louis, Milwaukee, Indiarap- 
olls, or any one of a thousand points on river, 
lake, or prairie will tid their friends and 
kinsfolk come so that they may tage ther see 
Chicago and the fair and spend whatever 
time they may have left in inspecting the 
piace where their hosts live and in learning 
what they can of America. Even the New 
York Germans would ask their people across 
the ocean to come over that together they 
might visit the maryel of the west. 

An éxpositio® in this city would bring 
myriads of Europeans across the Atlantic— 
some to stay, others toreturn home with new 
and more correct ideas about the wonders of 
the new world. Of the total number of vis- 
itors to the centennial but 4 per cent were 
foreigners. That was natural enough. 
Nobody in the old world has ever heard of 
Philadelphia. But have the exposition here, 
in a city whose name is as familiar to every 
European as that of the capital of his own 
state, and that 4 per cent would rise to 10 
The transatigntic steamers would be unequal 
to the burdens put on them. 


FRIGHTENED WOOL MANUFACTURERS. 

One blast from Columbus. Delano’s horn 
appears to have been sufficient to scare the 
National Association of Wool Manufacturers 
from the field. Their meeting in Boston 
was called for the express purpose of agree- 
ing on a plan for a reduction or repeal of the 
onerous, crippling duties on raw wool, but 
belore they got together Delano and his syn- 
dicate of southwestern flockmasters served 
notice that if the tariff rates on fleece were 
removed or modified they would themselves 
turn free traders and demand the freelist- 
ing of all articles of woolen manufacture, 
Under this threat tne woolen manufactur- 
ers, who are known in trade circles as 
“ softs,” owing to their long subservience to 
the ranch wool growers, precipitately aban- 
doned their program, and instead of demand- 
ing cheaper raw material decided to ask Con- 
gress to advance the rates on woolen goods 
without disturbing those on raw wool. 

Whiie the gurrender of the woolen manu- 
facturers is abject it is not clear that it wiil 
be entirely satisfactory to any interest con- 
cerned. The employés of the woolen manu- 
facturers wh crowded to the polis last fall 
to vote for Cleveland and free wooi did so in 
the belief that the freelisting of fleece wouid 
be a greater benefit to the industry in which 
they were interested than any advance of the 
tariff on manufactures of wool. They want- 
ed a free supply of foreign mixing wools 
aes are needed in the production of the 
finer kinds of goods. With such raw mate- 
rial free the workmen thought that goods 
which are now imported might be made here, 
and idle factories and those running half 
time could be kept working to their full ca- 
pacity and giving labor steady employment. 
These workmen will bardly be satisfied with 
a change which would keep needed raw 
material excluded and make it more than 
ever to the interest of rich people to buy 
their fine woolen goods abroad. Nor are the 
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do manufacturers expect to commend 
their proposition to the general public? The 
rate on woolen goods now averages 68 per 
cent (over 100 on some articies), and people 
who are large users of tine clothing find they 
can buy their supplies abroad and save 
enough to pay the expense of a trip to Eu- 
rope. If the present enormous duty is in- 


profitable to go abroad and bring home 
trunks filled with “wearing apparel in act- 
ual use,“ and hence admitted free. The bur- 
den of the prbposed extra tax on clothing 
would fall on those who could not afford the 
time or expense of a trip abroad and on those 
who wear the cheaper kinas of goods. What 
political party would care to make such a 
change in the tariff? Where do the wool 
manufacturers expect to get support in tneir 
demand for still higher rates on woolen 
goods? Can they not see that they have re- 
peated an old mistake in surrendering to the 
Delano faction instead of fighting the issue 
out with the flockmasters! 


ENFORCEMENT OF STATE LAWS BY THE 
MAYOR, 

The News avers that ex-Mayor Roche was 
beaten for re@lection because he did not en- 
force the state law regarding the closing of 
saloons Sunday, and that Cregier was elected 
for the reason that he had pledged himself 
todo so, Already the News is reproaching 
its favorite and successful candidate for the 
failure to redeem his pledges, and is throw- 
ing in his face the provision of the revised 
statutes which says mayors shall take care 
that all the laws and ordinances are faith- 
fully executed.” Of course this means that 
the mayor shall see to such enforcement to 
the best of his ability and to the extent of 
the power placed in his hands, but not that 
he isto take the place ot the courts, the 
state's attorneys, the grand juries, and the 
other agencies of the state government. A 
mayor cannot determine whether a state law 
is constitutional or not, nor return a verdict 
deviaring any alleged offender guilty or inno- 
cent. So far as a state statute is concerned 
& “ayor can do nothing more than use the 
police force to suppress riotous or violent re- 
sistance to it, and see that the process of the 
courtruns. He can use tne police to sup- 
press forcible resistance to astate law and 
to make arrests on warrants, or lodge pris- 
oners in jail pursuant to judicial process. 
The News does its favorite candidate but un- 
satisfactory mayor a great injustice, just as 
it did Mayor Roche when it insisted that 
the full power to enforce the state law for 
closing saloons Sunday was in his hands. 

The provision as to seeing that “ the laws 
-are faithfully executed” is copied from the 
federal and state constitutions, and it con- 
templates primarily the employment of force 
to subdue riotous and violent resistance to 
the enforcement of thedaw. In the ordinary 
execution of a state law, bowever, when vio- 
lent resistance is not to be quelled by force 
amayor bas only limited constabulary pow- 
ers. In additio 1 to his authority to use the 
police in making arrests he may direct them 
to file informations and appear as prosecut- 
ing witnesses and give what testimony they 
can. In attempting to enforce the state law 
as to Sunday closing the mayor might cause 
the police to file informauwons against and 
arrest each of the 4,000 saloonkeepers in Chi- 
cago any Sunday. In a day he could inun- 


cases and swell the dockets so that no ordi- 
nary business could be attended to. If he 
should continue to make arrests and 
fie complaints Sunday after Sunday 
the justices of the peace would be 
swamped and their courts practically closed 
so far as civil cases were concerned. 
As the saloonaxeepers would be brought up 
for trial they would demand a jury—and 
everybody knows what the verdict of a con- 
stable’s jury would be. If convictions could 
possibly be had in a few cases appeals would 
be taken, and if the verdict shouid be upheld 
in the higher courts and a fine imposed it 
would be paid from the pliethoric funds of 
the Saloonkeepers’ association. Meantime 
the saloons would continue evading the law 
with the connivance and assistance of the 
150,000 male adult drinkers, and the mayor 
could, if he saw fit, add 4,000 more cases to 
the justices’ dockets every Monday morning. 
But he cannot try these violations of the 
state Sunday law before police justices, for 
they would bave no jurisdiction. 

Such was the problem presented to Mayor 
Roche, and, while he was a temperate man 
anc a church member and naturally opposed 
to open saloons Sunday, he declined to un- 
dertake a task which the law did not give 
him power to execute. So far as con- 
cerns the legal obligation to take care 
that a law is fauhfully executed it 
is thoroughly settled that such a duty re- 
lates primarily to the suppression of violent 
resistance andin no case extends beyond 
the power which the law puts in a mayor’s 
hands. If, however, Cregier has taken upon 
himself in a campaign pledge a task which 
other mayors had to decline as impractica- 
ble and beyond their official power Tun 
TRIBUNE Will be glad to see him execute it 
and close the saloons Sunday, as he appears 
to have promised to do. If he will do so this 
journal will frankly admit that it underesti- 
mated him and freely express its admiration 
ofamayorso able and energetic that he 
could accomplish what none of his prede- 
cessors, Republicans or Democrats, or their 
law departments thought practicable or 
within their power. Cregier has only to re- 
deem his campaign promises and close the sa- 
loons Sundays in order to win an enviable 
reputation as a mayor of greater ability and 
energy than any of his predecessors since

Burlington & Quincy railroad to oppress, rob, 
and impoverish the property of which the 
are the trustees. The Chicago, Burlington 
Quincy railroad is today the largest indi- 
vidual stockholder in the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Northern, and which is a dependency 
of the Quincy system, and which can be 
operated only by ruuumg over the Quincy 
tracks; and vet this road has been so oper- 
ated that it has robbed the Quincy stockhold- 
ers of millions, and the stockholders of con- 
tiguous properties of many millions more, 

It is operated under a traffic agreement 
of twenty years’ duration with the Quincy 
road. It is, and always has been, and it al- 
ways was intended that it should be, prac- 
tically in the control of the Quincy roaa. 
And aithough the Quincy is its largest stock -

H. N. R. Dawzon, the commissioner of ed u- 
cation, has filed with the Secretary of the 
Interior his angual report for the year end- 
ing June 30, 188), in the course ot which he 
says that from an analysis of the statistics 
of public schools for the decade 1876-77 to 
1886-’87 it appears that the growth of the sys- 
tem, considering the whole country, out- 
stripped during that period the growth of 
population, the excess of the increase of en- 
rollmeut over the increase in population be- 
ing 1.6 per cent. This gain, the commissioner 
says, is due entirely to the progress 
of the public’ schools in the two southern 
sections, and more especially in the south 
central division. Here the increase of en- 
rollment shows an excess over the increase 
of population probably never before paral- 
leled in any country 80 long settled. The 
sentiment in favor of free schools supported 
by public funds, he says, is becomi each 
year more universally prevaient. pub- 
lic school systems of the southern states 
have been undergoing an unprecedented de- 
velopment under laws adapted in each case 
to local circumstan and are now practi- 
cally all established on a permanent basis. 
The colored children are apportioned an 
equal share of the school funds unless in 
the state of Delaware, and their schools are 
kept open as long and under as weil paid 
teachers as those of the white children. The 
funds for the support of these schools are 
furnished mainly by the white inhabitants, 
and, after making due allowance for all the 
sums that haye been furnished for the edu- 
cation of the negroes through private sources 
of benevolende and through the taxes raised 
among themselves, it may still be said that 
the children of those once heid in servitude in 
the south are being educated dy the sons of 
their former masters, 

Compulsory educanon, the commissioner 
says, forms no feature of the southern pub- 
lic school system. 4! 

“ The arbitrary proceedings,” he adds “which 
acompulsory attendance law suggests, its in- 
quisitorial methods, the interference of the 
state in the parental control of children, the 
effect upon parents of sending their children to 
school under compulsion, ir he impairment of 
that self-respect which lies at the basis of char- 
acter and good citizenship, would seem to render 
a compulsory attendance law an instrumentality 
to be resorted to only to suppress a great and 
crying evil.” | tor 

In the course of his remarks upon the pub- 
lic schools in the principal cities the commis- 
sioner says: . 

In no department of city school work is im- 
provement more manifest than in the primary 
schools, and this for the reason perhaps that in 
them there was the greatest room for improve-.. 
ment. The sumber of cities in which the inex- 

erienced teachers are habitually assigned to the 
nstruction of the youngest children is rapidly 
diminishing ; indeed, in many places the primary 
pupils are now taugnt by the most efficient of 
the teaching force. This fact, coupled with the 
increased popularity of kindergarten methods, 
bas resulted in a wonderful advance in the qual- 
ity of primary instruction. 

The commissioner says that though thou- 
sands of dollars have been invested in ap- 
paratus to be used in the development of the 
mind, no provision worthy of serious consid-

The orders I gave for this pub- 
lication weré four Gays earlier, and even so 
trivial a matter shows the absence in me of the 
malevolent spirit of antagonism of which I am 
maliguantly accused. 

The publication of Gen. Grant's letter was in- 
tended to hit Logan there is no question of that. 
The provocation was the use he made of the 
Chase letter. written ten years before the date of 
that from Grant,and in bis strength he would 
have laughed at ttis retort. If Icould have 
imagined it would strike him in an hour of pain 
and exhaustion, no temptation could have per- 
suaded me to consent to its publication.

DECISION IN THE CERNEAU RITE Cass. 


Judge Preston Dissolves the Injunction 
Against the Iowa Grand Lodge. 
Crpar Raprps, Ia., Sept. 18.— |Special. ]—A 
decision in the Cerneau rite Iowa grand 
lodge masonic case, which has created so 
much stir in masonic circles for the last few 
months, was rendered today by Judge Pres- 
tonin the district court at Marion. The 
judge some time ago granted a temporary 
injunction asked for by the Cerneau rite 
to prevent the grand lodge from gS ine: out 
certain resolutions adopted by the grand 
lodge at its last annual session. He today 
granted the petition of the grand lodge to 
dissolve said injunction. The decision is 
based upon the statement of counsel for the 
rand lodge that there was nothing to en- 
foie. The grand lodge asserted that there 
was no resolution to expel, but simply to dis- 
cipline the members of the Iowa consistory if 
they did not recant their Cerneauism. 
discipline, however, does not necessarily 
meat expulsion. It there had — any ex- 
puls ion, or if the grand lodge could expel 3 
member for such an offense, there micht have 
. * decision on the question. The 
also said that tne civil courts could in- 
ere in such a case under three conditions: 
First, when a member had been expelled 
without having been given notice of such 
action: second, when a member had beeg © 
pelled contrary to the rules of a body 
that of the masonic bodies; third, when a 
member had been expelled. for disobe 
laws of the body which contravene s 
laws. As there had been no expulsion he 
rules that the petition for a permanent in- 
junction is premature. The case will no 
doubt be appealed to the supreme court and 
fought to the bitter end.

OINCINNATI, O., Sept. 18 — [Special] = The 
towns of New Richmond and Felicity in Cler- 
mont county, which have held out for two years 
against the admission of negro children to the 
white schools, have surrendered. At New Rich- 
mond thirty-two colofed children attend t 
white school, but the whites intend to divide 
town into two districts, making the line at 
point where all the biacks will be in one district 
and the whites in che other. Many of the white 
parents in Felicity will not permit their children 
to goto the public schools and it is thought 


there may be more serious trouble.
